A public hearing on the proposal to close Tom Miller Lake to fishing until May, 19̂ 1, was set

for Thursday night, January 18, in the Council Room at the Municipal Building*

Mri Harry Pollard, Attorney for Mr* Leslie Crockett, appeared before the Council and protested

the granting of a lease to Mr. Jack Heed of a portion of the City1 B property immediately north of

the Dam for display room and boat house purposes on the grounds! that the exact boundary line of

the Olty'e property and that of the University of Texas leased by his client is in question, that

is it questionable whether the Olty has the right to lease the property by reason of deed restrictions,

that the property is better suited for park purposes than for a commercial enterprise, and that the

pier proposed to be built there would be a hazard and might Jeopardise the operation of the Dam by

the CRAt

Mr* Jack Heed, appearing in behalf of his application for the lease in question,submitted: that

by reason of the dredging which he proposes to do, tho Lake would be made available to boats at this

point, that the Olty would receive a revenue from the operation of the lease, that a ferry would be

installed to carry passengers across to Bee Greek, and that launching and marine facilities would

be installed, and also a show room for the sale of marine commodities

After discussion, the Council referred the matter of the aforesaid lease, together with that

of Mr* tfylio Bennett and Mr* Jacques, to the Olty Manager for consideration, and recommendation at

the next regular meeting, if possible*

The matter of a crime survey for the City of Austin, which was requested by the Ministerial

Association and others, came before the meeting. Mayor Miller stated that the proposal of

Mr* Walter 8* Jeffreys, 8r*» to make this survey for the sum of $1000 had been formally withdrawn,

and that It was the opinion of a majority of the Olty Council that such a survey should not be made

at this time*

Mr* L* Oi Pharoa was present and submit tod a proposal to make the survey for the sum of $500*

Judge D. J. Pickle and Mr* S» A* Hurohison were also present and commanded the City Council

for not awarding tho contract to an out-of-town man*

We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Walter Johnson for permission to construct
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commercial driveways In conjunction therewith upon property loon tod on the cunt aide of South First
Strict adjacent to the louth bank of Bouldin Creole, which property la known ae a portion of Lot 1,
Block 1, of the D, V. Bouldin Addition within the Olty of Auotin, Travis County, TOXHB, nnd ve horoby
advise that the following conditions exist)

The property upon which thle filling ntatlon la to bn located le designated aa "C" Commercial
Uee District upon the Boning maps of the Olty of Austin*

There are no etorm water drainage, facilities in plaea adjacent to thle proporty. The natural
elope of the ground le from the stroet toward the oreok« The atorm water and eurfaeo drainage from
thle filling etation will have to be convoyed to the crook or conveyed to a eeep well to bo con-
structed on the property of the applicant*

Ve recommend that Walter Johnson be granted permission to construct, maintain and operate said
drlve-ln gasoline filling station and to oonetruot curbs, ramps and sidewalks on conjunction there-
with, subject to the following conditions!

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of tho property line, correct lines
to be obtained before construction starts or equipment Is installed* lines and grades to be obtained
from the Oity Engineering Department for entrances and driveways, building lines to be approved by
the Olty Building Inspector* That the applicant shall confer with tho Olty Engineering Department
as to the future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent streets before he sturtu any
construction relative to the filling station.

(2) That all construction of tho filling station improvements shall be in accord with tho build-
ing ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the filling Station Ordinance, and in accord with the ordinance
prohibiting tho disposal of commercial water or oils upon the Olty streets*

(3} That the grades of tho station shall bo such that no waste oils or water or any floor
washings shall ever paao over the Olty sidewalk area and that all of said oils onA water shall be
concentrated Into a combined grease and sand trap, which shall be constructed in. accordance with our
standard plan 2-B-l̂ G, and shall be conducted by a pipe connection from said sand trap to the nearest
storm sewer at the expense of the applicant , or shall be concentrated Into a seep well located upon
the property of the applicant* Before commencement of any construction, the applicant shall apply
to the Olty Engineer fo* an estimate of the cost of that portion of .the storm eewor which will have
to be built within any Olty street or alley and shall deposit in escrow a sum equal to said estimate
with the Olty Finance. Director*

(If) All filling station Improvements, pumps, driveways, romps, gutters, sidewalks and curbs shall
be constructed of concrete at the expense of the applicant, aa set forth upon the plan hereto attached,
whloh plan bears the Olty Engineer's file number

(5) Expansion Joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto attached, marked 2-0-8̂ 3,
and shall bo of the premouldod typo*

(6) That before use of said station the owner shall apply to the Building Inspector for final
inspection when'he considers that he has compiled with all tho requirements of the Olty.
